The prohibition of the beverage poison traffic is at an- 


other crisis in itr. v.^orlcl sweep. Cur 26 dry states must go 
to 28 on November G. New Mexico will come in all right. 
Delaware will close out her last saloon. 


Colorado has prospered and benefited at every point 


by her experiment; more money is saved for legitimate in- 
dustries: more happiness is experienced in the homes; 
more people go to church, fewer to the devil: more people 
ride in automobiles and less slide to the penitentiaries: 
more women smile and fewer cry: more children are saved 
from a life of ruin. Colorado likes her prohibition and will 
vnake it permanent by embedding it in her State Constitu- 
tion. 
What About Ohio? 


But Ohio; there's the rub. What will Cincinnati do 


with her beer-soaked population; saturated newspapers 
sad corrupt city government? If there were no other ar- 
gument for prohibition, the possibility of cleaning up Cin- 
cinnati and making her an American city ought to appeal 
to every citizen, urban or rural. 


The moral decency of the nation drives on toward na- 


tional prohibition. The constitutional amendment is half 
thru Gozigress: it v^ill pass the House. The question is: 
Will Ohio pull in the collar and help, or sit hack in the 
breeching and putt the other way? Ohio was not against 
Progress in the 'GO's; she was not against Progress wheu 
Standpatism had to be killed in 1912. She ought to go 
down in history as one of the states that helped to put the 
rjreatest morafreform in the United States thru in 1917. 
Ohio the Key State 


If Ohio soes dry this fall it will serve notice on the 


liquor traffic"to QUIT. Every brewer, distiller and seller 
;n the United States who is not stone-blind will see the end 
of ram-selling in America. 


The issue is so important that every church ought to 


to be on the firing line unanimoiisly. Every preacher should 
make his pulpit blaze incandescent with a twentieth cen- 
tury urophet's methods on the immediate 'necessity for 
Statednd Natioral Prohibition. Every official member 
rhouid bp backing up his preacher and letting him know 
:hat in this stru8CEJle~he should LEAD or LEAVE. Ths 
liquor traffic gets'its inspiration from the STILL-HOUSE 
and its hope of immortality is from a STILL CHURCH. 


If we do not put Ohio DRY. it will not be because 


PROHIBITION is not in the air, nor because it has not 
* nsi if led itself in dollars and cents; but it will be because 
wfi have failed to put up a campaign worthy of our age and 
worthy of m°n and women.
